THE recent great fires at’ Yokohama and: 
Shanghai remind us‘how little we our- 
selves have been brought to do by our 
great firo of Christmas last, to put in 
order and make more proficient and efii- 
cient-our Firé Brigades and Engines &c. 
Not only does that whole Establishment 
require reconstructing, but we want addi. 
tional aida to cope with any conflagration 
that may break outhere, A correspondent 
in our columns drew attention about 9 
fortnight ago to the utter impossibility 
of so few Europeans as‘we have'in the 
Brigade, some 17 only, working such a 
number of engines, extincteurs, - fire 
ladders, and general gear as the Brigade 
now has. Some 8 or 9 of theses men are 
“on duty,” and “ thus the onus of working 
the whole of the engines, do. is thrown 
on, the Chinese, who are utterly in- 
capable of even fixing a nozzle, or of 
understanding a manual, much less. a 
steam fire-engine,” This is certainly not 
as it should be ; we all admit that; and 
yet there is a lack of practical suggestions |. 
for the improvement of the present state 
of affairs, One would have thought, from
